How to I'retent Oat Smut. 
As the tiuie draws near for sowing 
oats it is well for every farmer to 
think whether he would prefer to 
raise clean oats or to lose a ft urth of 
his crop by smut. He can have his 
choice at the cost of a few cents a 
bushel on the seed sown. 

Oat smut, like the corn smut, is a 
fungous plant or paraaite which 

trows within the gram of the 
ost plant. Such have no real blos- 
soms and seeds but propagate by 
means of s|Hirns, minute living germs 
of the fineness of flour or dust. These 
spores may lie dormaut for a long 
time and then spring into activity un- 
der favorable conditions, usually those 
o( warmth and moisture. 

Iu the case of oats the spores, so 
small as not to be iiotiosl. may be tin 
the s..imd grain sown for seed, ready 
to germinal* with the gram ami so 
produce mors smut iu th* crop that 
grows. A uumtier of years ago a 
Swedish scientist fount! that if 
smutty graius are treated with hot 
water the spores will lie killed at a 
It in|N<rature still not high enough to 
injure the grain. 

As almost all seed oat I contain 
enough smut grains to damage the 
crop greatly if the year is favorable 
for their de\ elopmeut, the safe way is 
for the farmer to treat his seed gram 
just previous to sowing The iuh.»* 
eary outfit consists of two good sized 
kettle* or Uiilers, a splint basket or 
two, tight enough to hold oats, ami 
yet admit water readily, or a frame 
covered with wire fly screen >s belter 
yet. ami lastly, a barrel for cold wa- 
ter, and a gtssl thermometer, ami a 
watch or clock. A temperature of 
IU l'<6 degrees F. for about ten 
nun nt.— w ill kill the smut spore* and 
not injure the grain, out a little high 
er than that or a longer expnture will 
destroy the germinating power of th* 
grain too. so we must prooned cart- 
fully Have one of the kettle* Wad 
with water at Hit I'JI degrees aud 
the other at 1*2 l.'K> degree*. The 
basket should not coutalu nearly as 
much grain as water or it will c.«>l it 
too much. Dip the onered basket in- 
to the coolsr kettle and out several 
time*, a minute at a time, w hirling it a 
little to get the grain all exposed to 
the water ami well moistened. Then
